The project is 
commonly called ‘‘gully 
treatment’, 

The ASCS County Com- 
mittee can approve up to 
80% cost shares with land 
Owners providing the re- 
maining 20% of the cost, 
The primary purpose of 
this project is to treat 
gullys and gullied areas, 
£0 save cropland and to

And 
a good one, But the 
establishment of a broil- 
er processing plant in 
Enterprise, openedanew 
door for him, 

He decided to get into 
the broiler business, But 
while he did this, he had 
to make some changes 
in his operation which he 
had been following for 
years, For example, in 
1971 he had 126 acres of 
peanuts, 84 acres of corn 
and 70 brood cows, But 
this year he severely cut 
his row crop operation- 
peanuts to 50 acres and 
.corn to 36 acres. 

“Tll keep my brood 
cow operation about the 
same,’ the Enterprise 
Rt, 2 man said, ‘‘Broi- 
ler manure will be us- 
ed on pasture crops,’’ 

He has four new broil- 
er houses with a total 
capacity of 56,000 birds, 

Coffee County Exten- 
sion Farm Agent J. R,. 
Speed had a quick ex- 
planation of Moates’ ch- 
ange to broilers. 

“Tabor caused it,’’ 
said Speed, ‘‘With modern 
equipment he can handle 
a big volume of broil- 
ers pretty well by him- 
self, But with the oper- 
ation he had last year, 
considerable labor was 
required,”’ 

Moates, who grows br- 
oilers on contract with 
the new processing plant 
in the area--ConAgra-- 
likes the steady income, 

““A payday every nine 
to ten weeks is fine, With 
row crops you normally 
have one income a year,”’ 
he said, 

Moates’ broiler houses 
are as automaticas you'll 
find anywhere, 

‘Feeding and watering 
ar completely automa- 


tic,”” said Speed. ‘‘Mr. 
Moates’ job is just to 
check regularly to’ see 


that all equipment is pro- 
perly working,”’ 


CHANGING 


“IT normally spend 
about twohours inthe four 
houses the first thing in 
the morning,’’ said Moa- 
tes, ‘‘Then I’ll walkback 
through the houses sev- 
eral times during the day. 

“Mainly what I do is 
to walk very slowly th- 
rough each house to see 
what the situation is, I 
first check to see if the 
chicks are as active as 
usual, Then, as I grad- 
ually move among the 
birds, I see how the equ- 
ipment is working, 

‘If the house is stuffy, 
I lower the side curtains, 
If the house seems too 
cool, I can raise the cur- 
tains, Side curtains are 
worked with a winch at 
one end of the house,’’ 

The houses are insul- 
ated to make them cooler 
in summer and warmer in 
the winter. Fans circu- 
late air within the house. 

Feeders are located 
down both sides of each 
house, When the feed in 
the last hopper on the fe- 
eder at the end of the line 
gets to a certain level, 
a switch is tripped and 
the fedders are filled au- 
tomatically, Feedersare 
three inches deep, but 
Moates never fills them 
more than half full, This 
reduces waste, 

Moates’ moniflow wa- 
ter system is strictly mo-

er and get their water, 
the big advantage is that

Moates’ said, ‘‘Every 
three or four days as 
chicks grow I raise fe- 
eders and drinkers.

To promote the safety 
and well-being of our you- 
th,’’ 

The Alabama Child La- 
bor Law requires every 
youth under the age of 
17 to obtain a work per- 
mit before he goes to work 
in Alabama. These per- 
mits are issued in all 
County and City Boards 
of Education, inmost high 
schools and some private 
schools throughout the 
State. There are per- 
sonnel in all the school 
systems in Coffee County, 
Elba City, and Enter- 
prise City. 

With anouther school 
year coming to an end, 
a record number of young 
people will be seeking 
jobs in this area of the 
State, and to properly 
comply with the Law, em- 
ployers of youth should 
be sure to have work cer- 
tificates for each youth 
on file. The 1970 Census 
shows a total of 2844 
minors age 10 through 
16 living in Coffee County, 
Those boys who are 10 
or ll are only allowed 
to be engaged in jobs 
such as newspaper deli- 
very and they must con- 
fine such work to resi- 
dential areas. The Law 
does allow 12 and 13 year 
old boys to work in the 
Summer months so long 
as they limit their work 
to offices and mercantile 
establishments (places of 
business where things are 
bought and sold.) Neither 
of these two catagories 
constitute a large volume 
of the certificate pro- 
gram, Carriers work on 
a year round basis and 12 
and 13 year old boys are 
not hired readily in a 
competitive Summer job 
market filled by older 
teenagers,

The Alabama Child La- 
bor Agency is closely al- 
lied with the State Em- 
ployment Service and it 
shares a common goal 
with that Division, That 
goal is meaningful em- 
ployment of Alabama’s 
young people, Onthe oth- 
er hand the Child Labor 
Division staff members 
feel that it is impera- 
tive that youngsters be 
protected as outlined by 
the Laws of Alabama. To 
obtain a work permit a 
youth must have a physi- 
cal examination to insure 
that he is physically and 
mentally able to perform 
the task for which he is 
to be employed, Also, 
there are hour limitations 
for youngsters under 16, 
During Summer vacation 
they may work up to 40 
hours a week but not over 
8 hours a day and not 
before 7 o’clock in the 
morning or after 8 0’ 
clock at night, 

The Alabama Law pro- 
motes the safety, health 
and education of our young 
people, Before a young- 
ster can be issued a work 
permit, the employer 
must describe the duties 
which the youngster will 
be performing, Through 
this method both the Is- 
suing Officer and Child 
Labor staff members are 
able to ascertain wheth- 
er this job or place of 
employment is permissi- 
‘ble or not, Mr. Cogdell 
counsels, ‘‘Every time 
this procudure is followed 
the safety and welfare of 
the child is being insur- 
ed, Accidents which have. 
occurred to youngsters 
in the past have resul- 
ted in such bad things 
as loss of members of 
the body ( hands, fingers, 
etc.) ,eye injuries, burns, 
and broken bones, Some 
of these injuries resul- 
ted in the loss of limbs 
when the work being done 
was in connection with 
the use of grinding and 
chopping machinery or 
conveyor systems, Burns 
occurred from chemi- 
cals, hot tar, hot grease 
and when gasoline was ig- 
nited in repair shops. Eye 
injuries seem most likely 
to occur in construction 
work from glancing nails 
and  ricocheting tools, 
Various accidents oc- 
curred to break bones 
in legs and arms when 
youth were involved in 
accidents such as fal- 
ling off trucks, attemp- 
ting to stop Ferris Wh- 
eels as they slowed down 
and getting caught with 
too much weight tilted 
against themselves, Un- 
fortunately, some accid- 
ents are even worse; they 
have resulted in death, 
as when a youth was st- 
ruck down and run over 
by a moving vehicle, Ev- 
ery accident will not be 
prevented even by the

certificate system, but 
thousands are continually 
prevented as the hazar- 
ds of various jobs are 
pointed out,”’ 

The Law allows young- 
sters to participate in 
such a vast number of 
occupations and places of 
employment that it would 
be impractical to list all, 
the jobs a youngster can 
perform, It is much 
easier to point out exam- 
ples of places of employ-~ 
ment where youngsters 
under 16 cannot work, Th- 
ese are mills, factories, 
canneries, laundries, and 
mechanical establish- 
ments, Youth under age 
16 are prohibited by Law 
from working with cir- 
cular or band saws, job 
or cylinder printing pres- 
ses, power punches or sh- 
ears, working on rail- 
roads, boats or on scaf- 
folds, in tunnels or as 
firefighters. These are 
typical examples of pl- 
aces or occupations that 
are defined to be hazar- 
dous in the Alabama Law, 

All questions are er- 


ased in my mind of an 
employer when he obtains 

certificate which will 
only be issued if the work 
is legal. This makes 
hiring of teenagers a sim- 
ple matter for the em- 
ployer.

Trim It 
Up 


If you sew, it’s easy to 
create your own individual 
look — with all the trim- 
mings. 

There may be nothing ex- 
clusive about the pattern you 
choose, but the way you use 
trims—either sparingly or in 
great abundance—can make 
an individual difference. 

Whether in the form of 
rick rack, ball fringe, peasant 
bands, braid, eyelet ruffles, 
or dainty lace, cotton trims 
are the big fashion accessory 
for the ‘70s. And many of 
them now come with perma- 
nent press finishes that elim- 
inate tedious ironing. : 

For your summer sewing 
projects, use trims in imagi- 
native new ways. If you're 
making a peasant skirt, for 
instance, choose a colorful 
patchwork-printed cotton. 
Then use jumbo-size rick 
rack to border off each patch 
in the print. 

Stitch vertical lines of rick 
rack*amto the fabric first, and 
then sew on all the horizon- 
tals. Complete the look with 
a peasant blouse of cotton 
broadcloth or batiste, edged 
in matching rick rack. 

A combination of rick rack 
and braid can givg added 
charm to country-gifl dresses 
of flower-sprigged cotton 
calico. Choose trimmings to 
pick up colors in the print, 

For a distinctive hemline 
border, center a row of giant 
rick rack between two rows 
of flat braid. Reverse the ar- 
rangement of rick rack and 
braid for a border outlining 
the neck and waist of the 
dress. 

Or for a more frilly treat- 
ment, try a combination of 
venice lace and butterfly 
ruffling. If you use un- 
bleached cotton muslin or 
natural-colored homespun 
for your country-girl dress, 
give it a folksy flair with em- 
broidered peasant braid. 

For best results in apply- 
ing trims, be sure to use cot- 
ton mercerized thread in the 
same color as the trim. Al- 
ways handle trims loosely 
and use a light thread ten- 
sion on your machine to 
avoid puckering. 

You'll also find it’s easier 
to work from a full length of 
trim rather than from pre- 
cut pieces when sewing. For 
a professional look, mark the 
exact location for the trim 
on your dress. 

If it’s to be a border of 
trim, measure it off with a 
ruler and mark your fabric 
with dots or dashes where 
the trim is to go. Then cover 
the marks with trim and 
stitch. 

To figure trim yardage 
when it’s not shown on a pat- 
tern, determine the location 
of the trim and then measure 
either the pattern or the gar- 
ment. Add an extra half yard 
or more of trim to allow for 
joining, curves, or corners.
